: Active solicitation of funds by Jew- 
ish relief workers began early Tues- 
day morning and continued until late 
Tuesday night in an effort to obtain 
subscriptions b 1 — nearly as 
possi one-ha tlanta’s quota 
of $100,000 by the time of the work- 
ers’ luncheon in the grill room of the 
Piedmont hotel at 1 o'clock Wednes- 
day. At tHis time the next report 
of money raised will be made. 
With . $35,720 subscribed Monday 
evening, which represents more than 
one-third of Atlanta’s quota, the aim 
of the workers Tuesday was to can- 
vass the city as quickly as possible 
and put the campaign “over the top” 
in short order. All the workers will 
assemble at the luncheon Wednesday 
to report the success of the first day’s 
actual canvass. 

Some additional team workers were 
appointed Tuesday by Arthur I. Har- 
ris, city chairman. They include Sam 


Strauss. More than 100 of the leading 
Jews of tlanta are now engaged in 
active solicitation of funds for the 
sufferers overseas, 

Many unsolicited subscriptions came 
into the headquarters at the Piedmont 
hotel Wednesday from all over Geor- 
gia, with many of them from Atlanta. 
A number came from Gentiles who 
sent in checks ranging from $5 to $100 
with messages saying that they had 
read in the newspapers of the suffer- 
ing of the orphans and the refugees 
in eastern and central Europe, and 
that they wished. to give something for 
relief work among these little chil- 
dren ‘and starving refugees. —

value of the certificate less the 
amount due on the loan. 
Application for government loans 
might be made at any postoffice of a 
first, second or third class, but loans 
would have to be approved by the sec- 
retary of the treasury. 


Not Assignable. 


It would be provided that no cer- 
tificate issued or right conferred un- 
der the adjusted. service certificate 
t'tle would, except for the purpose of 
securing a loan from an authorized 
hank or from the government, be ne- 
gotiable or assignable or serve as se- 
curity: for a loan. 

“Any negotiation, assignment or 
loan made in violation of any pro- 
vision of this section shall be held 
void,” says the bill. 

If the veteran should die after mak- 
ing application for any one of the 
optional plans or for the cash and 
before the coming into force of the 
hill on October 1, 1922. the govern- 
ment wonld fay to his estate the 
amount of the adjusted service credit. 
Veterans electing to take the vo- 
eational training aid option would be 
paid 581.75 for each day of attendance 
on or after January 1, 1923, on a 
course of vocational training previ- 
vusly approved by the director of the 
veterans’ bureau. The total payment 
under this plan, however, could not 
exceed 140 per cent of the amount 
of the adjusted service credit. 

House on Farm Aid. 

Under the farm and home aid sec- 
ition, veterans would be paid, in a 
‘ump sum or installments, an amount 
equal to the adjusted service credit 
nereased by forty per cent upon sat- 
isfactory assurance that the money 
would be used in purchasing or mak- 
ing payments on a home or farm or 
improving a home or farm. 

Those entitled to a bonus would, 
under the terms of the I, include 
„any individual, a member of the mili- 
tury or.neval. forees of the Uigited 
States at any time after April 5, 701% 
end before November 12. 1918.“ but 
does not inelude (1), any individual 
at — time during such period 
thereafter separated from such forces 
under other than honorable condi- 
tions; (2). any conscientious objector 
“ho performed no military duty what- 
ever or refused to wear the uniform, 
cz, (3), any alien at any time during 
auch period or thereafter discharged 
from the military or naval forces on 
necount of his alienage.” 


Overseas Service Defined. 


The term overseas service, the bill 
sets korth, means service on shore 
in Europe or Asia, exclusive of Chi- 
na, Japan and the Philippine Islands, 
and service afloat not on receiving 
ships, including in either case the pe- 
rod from the date of embarkation for 
euch service to the dat. of disem- 
barkation on return fron such serv- 
ice, both dates inclusive.” Home serv- 
‘ces is defined to mean all service 
net overseas service. 

The bill also would provide that in 
computing adjusted service credit no 
allowance would be made “to any 
commissioned officer above the grade 
bf captain in the army or marine 
corps, lieutenant in the navy. first 
veutenant or first lientenant of en- 
<ineers in the coast guard. or passed 
assistant surgeon in the public health 
Service. 

In computing the adjusted service 
n allowance would be made for 
time served from April 5. 1917. to 
July 1. 1919, less sixty days. this de- 
‘Inetion being made on account of the 
$60 bonus paid at the time of dis- 
charge from the service. , 

In the case of members of the na- 
tional guard or of the national guard 
reserve, called into service by the 
nroclamation of the president dates 
Inly 3. 1917 the time of service be-

General John J. Pershing, ranking 


officer. of the United States army, was 
Atlanta’s guest for 32 minutes Tues- 
day night. Attired in a dark blue 
civilian suit with a gray fedora hat, 
the general stepped from the rear 
platform of the Atlanta and West 


Point train at the Terminal station 
at 7:45 o’clock and after dining in 
the station restaurant, climbed aboard 
the Seaboard Air Line through train 
to Washington at 8:17 o'clock. 

“It’s always a pleasure to visit the 
south, especially Atlanta,” declared 
General Pershing as he grasped the 
hands of Brigadier General Frank L. 
Winn and Colonel James H. Frier, 
stationed at Fort McPherson on spe- 
cal duty, who were the first to greet 
him. Brigadier General. Winn is 
commander of the Fourth corps area 
coast artillery and the Fourth corps 
area training center. He commanded

-The tax-exempt securities sys- 
tem operates as a double-edged 
sword, cutting both ways: It 
star ves public utility and other in- 
dustriés, and retards the develop- 
ment of the country, on the one 
hand; and on the other, it in- 
creases the tax burden upon the 
masses, necessitating their paying 
excessive rates for the services 
performed by the utility corpor 
ations, and at the same time bear- 
ing increased burdens for the ex- 
penses of state and national ad- 
ministration. 

A few days ago L. W. Hill tes - 
tified in a Minnesota probate court 
hearing over the estate of his fa- 
ther, the late James J. Hill, rail- 
road magnate in his lifetime, that 
he had doubled the income of his 
mother’s portion of the estate— 
her share of the legacy amounting 
to $12,000,000—“through the sale of 
taxable securities and the pur- 
chase in their stead of non-taxable 
securities.” 

In that way, said Mr. Hill, the 
net income of his mother was in- 
creased from $1,000 a day to $2,000 
a day; the difference representing 
the amount that the rest of the 
people—or some part of the peo- 
ple—have to pay to carry at least 
that part of the burden of support- 
ing the government, that should 
be paid by this estate. 

That means that while this 
$12,000,000 enjoys the protection 
and safeguards of our institutions 
it is evading its share of the cost 
of maintaining them and adding 
proportionately to the tax burgen 
upon every dollar that is invested 
in business, in commerce or in tax- 
able securities. 

Charles M. Schwab, the steel 
maynate, said in a public state- 
ment a short time ago, that by dis- 
posing of his industrial interests 
and investing in non-taxable secur- 
ities he could double his income, 
But, he said, “I am not a quitter;” 
and he preferred to stand by my 
men” whose jobs, and the liveli- 
hood of whose families, depended 
upon the operation of the steel 
and allied industries.

MAKE IT SNAPPY. 


Proponents of what is called supér- 
vised play in the field of physical 
education often teach that unless ex- 
ercise is made amusing or ‘pleasurable 
it is of little health value.

error. Even though exercise is a hate- 
ful duty—and hateful it is to the 
people who need it most—it is nevér- 
theless of great health value. The 
truth of the matter is that the play 
interest is to be encouraged simply 
because it. makes some persons take 
exercise who might otherwise neglect 
it. -With all due consideration for the 
psychological bearing of play interest, 
but without forgetting the psychologi- 
cal aspect, I think one derives the 
same nefit from running a mile 
whether he is trying to catch the last 
train home or just “working.” One 
absorbs exactly the same amount of 
oxygen while inflating a tire on a hot 
dusty road with his wife offerij 
suggestions as he does with his neigh- 
bor’s wife registering anxiety. 
The important thing is to learn ‘to

“If this law is administered accord- 
ing to the intention and purpose of 
the act (referring to the federal farm 
joan 7 it will prove most bene- 
ficial and helpful in meeting the fi- 
“nancial needs of a great many of our 
‘eitizens, who are desperately, and I 
micht say, hopelessly, involved unless 
they get relief fron. this agency of 
the government. There is no need for 
me to tell you that the situation -is 
serio 

“The federal farm loan act is an 
fet to provide for agricultural devel- 
opment. It says: 

Quotes From Act. 

„No loan shall be made to anoth- 
er person not at the time engaged in 
the cultivation of the farm, or short- 
iv te become engaged in the cultiva- 
tion Of the farm mortgaged.’ 

It is clearly the purpose of the 
ect to afford assistance to all those 
complying with this simple require- 
ment. In pursuance of the provisions 
of this get. there has been establish. 

ed in, different parts of the United 

States twelve farm land banks, and I 
cheerfully admit that these banks have 
given timely assistance to a number 
of persons who were fortunate enough 
to have their application for a loan 
approved. But where one person se- 
eures a loan, a half-dozen perhaps 
are turned down. ‘These people are 
not asking charity of the _ federal 
treasury. They are only asking fair 
and equitable treatment at the hagds 
of the government. 

“A ready and plausible excuse can 
always be given by those selected to 
administer the law when they are 
called upon to give a reason why a 
certain application for a Wan has 
been denied. To illustrate. the farm 
loan board have been contending. and 
still contend, that sufficient funds are 
not available to accommodate all those 
who applied for loans, and for that 
reason they separare the borrower 
into three classes. First. the farmer 
who lives on his farm and is engaged 
in o other occupation except culti- 
vating the soil; second. the farmer 
who lives in the town or city. but is 
engaged exclusively in agriculture, 
and third, a person while engaged in 
agriculture, is engaged in other busi- 
ness enterprises in addition to that of 
farming. Those in a ee class have 

been given preference, in passing upon 
applications 2 and I can find 
no objection to this arrangement.

commodate every farmer who can fur- 
nish the security for à loan and com- 
ply with the provisions of the law.

The entire question has been ably 
handled from the legal standpoint by 
Dr. Ulrick B. Phillips, a Georgian, 
now connected with the University 
of Michigan. The title of his book 
is “Georgia and State Rights.”

Leather manufacturers have made 
their wares very tempting to the 
dressmakers and designers.

So, while we are 
niore disposed than we used to be to 
substitute for leather in our shoes, 
canvas, satin, metal, cloth and bro- 
cade, we are more disposed to use 
Jeather in our elothes. Printed leath- 
ers had quite a vogue in Paris last 
summer, but now the choice seems to 
be rather for the plain colored leather 
et soft and tempting color. Trim- 
ming is achieved by stitching or by 
clever insets of some sort of fabric. 

Usually these leather coats are in- 
cluded in the category of sport clothes.

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Using Cranberries Often. 

Most of us like the flavor of cran- 
berries and should enjoy tasting it 
oftener than we do. But we can only 
cat cranberry sauce or cranberry jelly 
once in so often, and we don’t know 
ery other way of using this delicious 
berry. Herze are some of the other 
ways worth while: 

Cranberry Pie. 

Pick over, and wash the cranber- 
lies; stew them in a porcelain-lined 
saucepan until well done; sweeten to 
taste; line a pie plate with paste, fill 
with the stewed cranberries and bake 
with or without a top crust. (A lat- 
tite work of thin strips of paste is 
often used for these pies.) Cover 
with a meringue when baked, or dust 
with powdered sugar when serving. 

Cranberry Fluff, 


To one quart of cranberries add 


two medium-sized tart apples, cover 
with cold water, cook till apples are 
soft and cranberries pop open. Crush 
with potato masher. to sure that 
“all are fine, then, wh hot, ruh 
through wire soup strainer; return 
to fire, adding one cup granulated 
sugar to two cups sauce. Boil up, 
remove from fire, serve cold in sher- 
bet glasses with whipped cream fluff 
or rose on top of each. 
Cranberry Roll. 

Sift two cupfals of flour with two 
teaspoonfuls of baking-powder, a 
vinch of salt, and enough milk to 
make a soft dough Roll into an ob- 
long sheet, spread with crushed and 
aweetened cranberries, pinch the ends 
together, steam for an hour, and serve 
with any prefe sauce.

Columbus, Ga., March 7.— (Spe- 
eial.)— Improving with practice, Gen- 
eral sohn J. Pershing brought upon 
the country surrounding Columbus an 
even greater flood than tha. which 
accompanied his visit in Nevember, 
1919, although the eity proper has 
not had the high water from the 
river that marked the generul's first 
visit. The river at this point was 
about thirty feet above normal stage 
today and it is expected that the 
crest of the flood, carrying the waters 
some eight feet higher, Il pass dur- 
ing the night. | 

General Pershing, who is popularly 
and unanimously given credit for these 
extraordinary weather demonstrations, 


| wrought even better than he planned, 


it seems, as he was unabl: to go to 
Atlanta this morning on aceount of 
‘flood conditions, having to postnone 
his departure until afternoon. Com- 
munication between Camp Benning 
and this city was practically cut off 
during the early morning hours and 
the general could not get to Columbus. 
Trestle Collapses.
